As  far  as  the  operational  responsibility,  here  is  the  plan: 


Packer  Test:  The  START  personnel  (1)  will  be  responsible  for  the  Packer  Test  documentation, 
and  set  up  / take-down  operation  with  the  assistance  from  ERRS  and  DRMS;  ERRS  operate  the 
pump  outside  the  mine.  ERRS  will  also  assist  with  set  up  underground.  A sub-contractor  to 
ERRS  will  perform  the  borehole  drilling  . 


Water  Management:  START  personnel  (T  or  2)  will  be  responsible  for  implementing  the  water 
treatment  operations  with  respect  to  pH  adjustment  and  flocculant  addition  and  monitoring  the 
discharge.  Again,  ERRS  will  perform  water  management  operations  with  respect  to  pump 
management,  filtering  and  the  conveyance  system  - piping,  etc. 


Jan  and  I discussed  the  likely  overlap  with  the  person  that  will  work  on  the  Gold  King  project, 
and  that  person  could  be  present  at  the  R n B work  to  get  familiar  with  both  sites  and  operational 
set  up.
